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DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

Applicants Remarl<s, Claim Amendments and Terminal Disclaimers filed on 
7/24/08 are acknowledged. Claims 1-2, 4-8, 11-19 and 21-24 are pending. 

The terminal disclaimers filed on 7/24/08 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 
7,291,216 and application number 10/531,483 have been reviewed and are accepted. 
The terminal disclaimers have been recorded. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the prior art '078 are persuasive and the 
103 rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Joseph Suhadolnik on 12/17/08. Claim 1 and 2 will be amended to be consistent 
with claim 8. 
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Claim 1 (currently amended) A platelet-shaped pigment comprising a layer obtained 
by calcining Ti02 coated SiOv platelet in a non-oxidizing atmosphere, wherein 0.03 <y < 
1 .95, or a platelet-shaped pigment obtained by calcining a Ti02 coated Ti, Zr, Cr, or Zn 
platelet in a non-oxidizing atmosphere at a temperature of more than 600°C. 
Claim 2 (currently amended) A pigment according to claim 1, comprising 

(a) a substrate layer of SiOz, wherein 0.03 <z < 2.0, 

(b) an intermediate layer obtained by calcining Ti02 coated SiOv platelet , wherein 0.03 
<y < 1 .95, in a non-oxidizing atmosphere, and 

(c) a Ti02 layer. 



Reasons for allowance 

Applicant's filing of terminal disclaimers overcomes the obviousness double 
patenting rejections of record and the arguments with respect to the prior art are 
persuasive. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a platelet-shaped pigment 
comprising a layer obtained by calcining Ti02/SiOy in a non-oxidizing atmosphere, 
wherein 0.03 <y < 1 .95, or a platelet-shaped pigment obtained by calcining a Ti02 
coated Ti, Zr, Cr, or Zn platelet in a non-oxidizing atmosphere at a temperature of more 
than 600°C. 



Therefore the claims are allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
